Independent claim 1 amended 
(apparatus) is a window/sub-window repositioning image display apparatus such that 
when a user repositions the sub-window with respect to the main window a distance 
between the main window and sub-window is determined, and if the distance is within a 
predetermined reference value, the sub-window is automatically repositioned to be 
immediately adjacent to the main window while maintaining independent height and 
width. The features are not set forth in the prior art of record.
